Senator 
Stewart at first. objected, remarking 
thdt the subject ought to be referred 
to the Committee on Commerce. He 
did not, however, press this point, and 
there “were no negative votes.” 

The work will proceed if Speaker 
Reed can be induced to recognize Mr. 
Barlow upon the resolution. 


STUCK IN THE HOUSE. 


Barlow Tries to Get the Floor—Re- 
publicans Will Succeed. 
[BY THE TIMES' SPECIAL WIRE.] 


WASHINGTON, July 13. — [Special 
Dispatch.] Before the end of the pres- 
ent month bids for the construction of 
the breakwater at San Pedro will have 
been advertised for by the Secretary 

of War, and it is expected that actual 
work will be under way early in Sep- 
tember. This is the result of a com- 
bination of circumstances which cul- 
minated in an agreement today, and 
the passage of Senator White’s reso- 
lution directing that work go on. 

Senator White had announced his in- 
tention to make a fight for the pas- 
sage of the resolution and a consul- 
tation was held early today between 
Senator Spooner of Wisconsin, legal 
adviser of Secretary Alger, and Sena- 
tor White. It.was apparent that Alger 
was ready to begin work, and all he 
wanted was an expression of the will 
of Congress as to the intent of the act, 
so that he would be able to go ahead 
without fear of complications if it de- 
veloped that the appropriations would 
not do what Congress contemplated 
when it passed the act providing for 
he Walker commission. With this un- 
erstanding, the resolution was changed 
so that its preamble bore no reflection 
on Secretary Alger, and when Senator 
White proposed it late in the after- 
noon there was no dissent. 

Congressman Barlow of the Sixth 
District tried to get the floor in the 
House to introduce the same resolution 
on that side, but being prevented, he 
put it in the regular way, He will to- 
morrow, when the Senate resolution is 
reported, make an effort to call it up,

ARMOR PLATE. 


The Senate Listens to Talk About 
Its Manufacture. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, July 12.—The price 
to be paid for armor plate for the three 
new battleships now in course of con- 
struction was the theme of the ex- 


tended and at times lively debate in 


the Senate today. Late in the day an 
amendment to the Deficiency Appro- 
priation Bill was agreed to restricting 
the price of armor to $300 epr ton, or 
$125 less than the amendment reported 
by the committee, and recommended 
by the Navy Department as the mini- 
mum rate acceptable to the armor con- 
tractors. 

Another amendment inserted in the 
bill directed the Secretary of the Navy 

investigate as to the establishment 
a government armor factory 
to report to the next session of Con- 
gress. During the debate, Mr. Hale 
urged that the failure to equip the 
battleships with armor woulg humiliate 
the United States in the eyes of the 
world and would lessen our. naval 


power at a.time of: possible foreign 


complications. After inserting the 
armor amendments, the Deficiency Ap- 
propriation Bill, the last of the great 
supply measures, was passed.

‘FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—SENATE. 
Consideration of the Deficiency Ap- 
propriation Bill was resumed in the 
Senate today. The question of the ap- 
propriation for new battleships led to+ 
considerable discussion. Senator But- 
ler of North Carolina offered an amend- 
ment reducing the total appropriation 
to $2,407,500; limiting the cost of ar- 
mor-plate to $300 a ton, and providing 
for, the establishment of a government 
manufactury if private concerns do 
not bid within the limit. 

Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota as- 
serted that to yield to the demands 
of the armor-plate trust Was a pro- 
cedure too disgraceful to tolerate. 

Mr. Butler spoke along the same line. 
Mr. Butler declared that he knew of 
no more dangerous kind of high’ trea- 
son than the equipping of warships 
With defective plates. One of those 
vessels, the Oregoh, with spongy, im- 
perfect, fraudulent plates, it was said, 
had been ordered to the Hawaiian Is- 
lands at a time whem Japan was 
threatening to take possession of those 
islands. It would be fortunate if the 
first hostile shot fired at her did not 
hit one of those defective plates—if, 
_— there were any good ones on 

er. 

“If we are to take Hawali, if we are 
to go into the land-grabbing business, 
then,” said Mr. Butler, “‘ we must have 
a fleet as good and better than that of 
any other country.” 

Mr. Tillman pointed out alleged ir- 
regularities in furnishing armor-plate, 
and referred to the fact that Secretary 
Herbert had imposed a fine on the 
Carnegie Company, which fine was re- 
mitted by the President.

Mr. Allen of Nebraska criticised. the 
general policy of expanding the navy, 
comparing the cumbersome battleships 
with the effective monitors. The build- 
ing of these huge ships was a scheme, 
he asserted, to spend the public.money 
and to place advantageous contracts.

The Administration to 
Guard Hawaii. 


Battleship Oregon to Relieve the 
Cruiser Philadelphia, — 


‘She is Amply Able to Take Care 
of the Japs. 


If the Tokio Government Increases 
Its Fleet Uncle Sam Will Re- 
spond—What Senators Davis and 
Cullom Say. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

NEW YORK, July 13.—A_ special 
from Washington says: 

“Recognizing ‘the gravity of Japan’s 
attitude toward Hawaiian annexation, 
the administration has decided to send 
the big battleship Oregon to Honolulu 
to relieve the cruiser Philadelphia and 
the old corvette Marion, now stationed 
there. The orders were issued by the 
Navy Department Monday. 

“The Marion returns home at once, 
and her instructions will go to Hono- 
lulu by the steamer leaving San Fran- 
cisco on July 17. The Philadelphia is 
in very unserviceable condition in con- 
sequence of her long anchorage in 
semi-tropical waters. The Philadelphia 
will remain at Honolulu, however, un- 
til the Oregon reaches there, and per- 


haps longér. 


“It had been intended by the Navy 
Department for some time to send the 
cruiser Baltimore to Hawaii, but it 
will take longer to make her repairs 
than was expected at first. But this 
unexpected postponement of her as- 
signment to the islands has served a 
good purpose in allowing the Navy 
Department to send the Oregon, one of 
the most formidable ships in the serv- 
ice, without giving Japan an opportu- 
nity of construing this action as a 
display of unfriendliness on the part 
of the United States. 

“In detaching both the Philadelphia 
and Marion, the Navy Department will 
not weaken its naval force at Hono- 
lulu. The Oregon is more formidable 
than both, and capable of combating 
any vessel in the Japanese navy. She 
is so far superior to the Japanese 
cruiser Naniwa, now at Honolulu, that 
comparison is out of the question. 

“How Japan will view the assign- 
ment of the Oregon to Hawaiian waters 
remains to be seen, but it is certain 
that if other vessels are sent to sup- 
port the Naniwa, the United States 
will respond in a vigorous manner that 
will leave no doubt as to the deter- 
mined policy that foreign 
must keep their hands off Hawaii.” 

_ NOT AFRAID OF JAPAN. 

N YORK, July 13.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
Senator Davis, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, in speaking 
of the Hawaii-Japan controversy, said: 

“Tt is high time that Japan was made 
to realize that she is to have no 
voice in the annexation matter. The 
quickest way to put an end tothe mat- 
ter would be to ratify the treaty, but 
I do not believe Japan will attempt any 
very aggressive action, Knowing, as 
she must, that the United States has 
fully decided to annex the islands and 
the hoisting of the American flag over 
the islands at once, whether the treaty 
is ratified or not.’’ 

Senator Cullom of Illinois; one of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations; said: 
“The annexation of Hawaii is our af- 
fair, and we do not propose to allow

The Herald correspondent also talked 
with Secretary Sherman in relation to 
the Hawaiian-Japanese question.

Sherman said: “I do not anticipate 
war, for there is nothing in the corre- 
spondence which indicates such an out- 
come of the present negotiations. The 
additional protest filed by Japan in the 
annexation matter will be given careful 
consideration before a reply is made.” 

Naval officers generally believe that itt 
necessary, the United States should | 
teach Japan a lesson, but, like the 
Secretary of State, they do not antici- 
pate that the Tokio government would 
care to go to war with the United 
States, at least for the present. 

Officials of the Japanese legation con-* 
tinue to reiterate the statements which. 
they have all along been making of 
the attitude of Japan toward Hawaii, 
and the United States. The thought 
of war against either country, under 
existing circumstances, they declare, is 
furthest from the mind of the home 
government. 

GOT US LICKED ALREADY. 

LONDON, July 14.—The Globe, com-. 
menting upon Japan’s attitude toward 
Hawaii, says: “The Japanese know 
the strength of the American navy, 
and are, perfectly aware of their own 
superiority. It does not require the 
knowledge of an expert to foresee that 
in an ocean conflict the United States 
would make a poor showing. It is 
morally certain that the Japanese 
ships would ravage the Pacific Coast 
of the United States should that coun- 
try once become involved in hostilities 
with Japan. In that event, Spain 
would have an opportunity of which 
rege would hardly fail to take advan- 
age.”’

How Mora: “Raised the Wind” for 
His Revolutionary Effort.

NEW YORK, July 13.—Mrs. Eu- 
genia Reinmann was the star witness 
today when the examination of the four 
alleged Costa Rican counterfeiters, 
Louis Hausman, Mrs. Betsy Chevin, 
Frederica Mora and Herman Dohn, 
were resumed before United States 
Commissioner Shields. Mrs. Reinmann 
is also under arrést as one of the coun- 
terfeiters, and has turned States’s evi- 
dence. Today she told all she knew 
about the alleged counterfeiting of 
$1,000,000 worth of notes of the Bank 
of Costa. Rica at San José to assist a 
revolution to overthrow President 
Iglesias and the government of Costa 
Kica. Mora was to be the new Presi- 
dent of Costa Rica in. the event of the 
success of the revolution. 

Mrs. Reinmann said that on March 
2 last Ricardo de Requesus, who owns 
the Spanish-American printing estab- 
lishment in this city, and who also is 
under arrest, went to her room just 
prior to his departure to New Orleans 
on his way to Costa Rica. He had a 
satchel which the witness opened. She 
said she found it packed with pesos 
notes of the Bank of Costa Rica. 
Afterward Mrs. Reinmann said. she 
went with De Requesus to his printing 
place, he carrying the satchel. Mora, 
Hausmann and‘ several ‘others were 
fhere. 

Mrs. Reinmann then told of the trip 
to San José;"Costa Rica, where they 
| remained two weeks. She and De Re- 
’quesus returned to this city. On cross 
examination she said that De Requesus 
told her that he had de the counter- 
feit notes for Mora’s political business: 
that Mora would redeem them when he 
became President of Costa Rica. 


Ultimating With Persia. 


BERLIN, Juyl 13.—The Vossische 
Zeitung’s Constantinople correspondent 
says the Porte has dispatched an ulti- 
matum to Persia demanding the with- 
drawal of the Persian troops from 
Turkish territory near Kerbela. The 
ultimatum states that a refusal to 
comply with his demand will be ac- 
cepted as a declaratoin of war. Rus- 
sia is believed to be behind Persia, the 
government of which country will dis- 
regard the ultimatum.

He 
called for a telegram blank and seemed 
to be highly elated over something.

“*‘Does she know where to come?’

UNCLE SAM TO BE ROPED INTO A 
PANAMA CANAL SCHEME... 


Such is the Hope of Great Britain 
and France According to Views 
Held at Washington — Intended 
as a Deathblow to the Nicaragua 
Canal Enterprise, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
NEW YORK, July 13.—A special to 
and Advertiser from 
Washington says: 

“An understanding has been reached 
between France and Great Britain 
looking to the completion and control 
of the Panama Canal. Germany was 
invited to participate, but owing to the 
Graeco-Turkish complications Ser as- 
sent has been delayed, though it will 
undoubtedly come in time. Now an 
effort is being made to learn if the 


‘United States will come in and form 


& quadruple alliance for the comple- 
tion and neutralization of the canal. 

“Should such an alliance be effected, 
it would be the most powerful for 
peace the world has ever seen. Four- 
teen hundred and seventy-seven naval 
vessels, mounting 15.283 guns and 
manned by 178,685 seamen, would stand 
for the protection of the canal under 
the flags of the four great powers 
named. They represent a gross mer- 
chant marine tonnage of. 18,386,965, 
nearly three-quarters of the world’s 
shipping, against 6,718,676 for all the 
rest of the world. 

“Nathan Appleton of Boston, who has 
represented the interests of the Pan- 
ama Canal Company in the Unlted 
States ever since the palmy days of De 
Lesseps’s extravagance and the gross 
corruption of the canal ring in Paris, 
has just called upon President McKin- 
ley in company with Secretary Long, 
who acted as his introducer, if not his 
indorser. It is not understood that Mr. 
Appleton has done more yet than to 
present a brief argument against the 
feasibility of the Nicaragua Canal, and 
to show the benefit that would come to 


| the United States by having huge con- 


j:‘tracts for construction work thrown. 
jinto the hands of. American contract- 
ors... It ig known that inquiries in this 


direction have been quietly prosecuted 


for several months. The tremendous 
work and wonderful improvements in 
dredging machinery brought about by 
the Chicago drainage canal have 
opened the eyes of the directors of the 
new Panama Canal Company to the ad- 
vantage of a strong American alli- 
ance. 

“It is a part of the huge scheme to 
seoure powerful American interests 
through these contracts to such an ex- 
tent that the Nicaragua-canal project 
can bé thrust aside. The scheme of 
the quadruple alliance had its inception 
in the wonderful brain which engi- 


neered the Suez canal deal by which a 


majority of its stock came into the 
possession of Great Britain. This is 
the brain of the house of Rothschilds. 
“The most recent estimates of careful 
and conservative engineers of the high- 
est integrity have shown that the 
canal can be completed with locks 
through the Culebra out at a sum not 
to exceed £20,000,000—in roud figures 
$100,000,000. The actual financial par- 
ticipation of the United States in this 
new scheme is not looked for, thongh 
it would be accepted to be sure. No 
more will the government of France, 
Germany and Great Britain be di- 
recily interested in a financial way.

EXAMINATION OF FIGEL. 


First of the Charges of Embezzle- 
ment Taken

of Hoffman, Rothchild & Co., upon the

prosecution elected to proceed was that 
of embezzling a draft for $436.36 upon 
the Chico Bank. Very little progress 
was made at the morning session, 
most of the time being consumed in 
arguing technical points raised by the 
counsel. The draft, was, however, 
identified by H. L. Smith, secretary of 
the Board of Trade, by whom it was 
endorsed and sent to Hoffman, Roth- 
child & Co. Isaac A. Gellett, the as- 
sistant book-keeper, stated that he re- 
ceived the draft and turned it over 
to Figel, who endorsed it, although he 
was not authorized to do so by the 
firm. It was then taken to the clear- 
ing-house and eventually found its 
way into the First National Bank. 
This afternoon Edward Rothchild of 
New York stated that Figel received a 
salary of $150 a month, and was not 
authorized either to open the firm’s 
letters or use the firm’s signature. 
Chief of Police Lees unwillingly tes- 
tifled to the effect that he had _ re- 


National Bank which showed that Figel 
had deposited the amount Of the draft 
in controversy to his own credit, after 
indorsing it. 

It was then shown by M. Zerker of 
Merced that he had delivered the sum 
of $1300 to Figel for the firm of Hoff- 
man, Rothchild & Co., and the court al- 
lowed the prosecution to introduce the 
witnesses’s testimony as evidence that 
Figel was guilty of other embezzle- 
ments than that at bar.

STRIKING MINERS ALREADY 
RESORT TO VIOLENCE. 


A Mob of Idle Belgians Attack a Lot 
of Negroes Returning from 


ALL KINDS OF WEAPONS USED. 


SEVERAL STRIKERS HURT AND 
ONE MINER KILLED. 


Operators at Pittsburgh Planning © 
Coup—Machines to Be Put to 
Work—Arbitration May 

Yet Prevail.

DANVILLE (IllL.,) July 13. — strife 
among the miners commenced in this 
district tonight. About 400 or 500 Bel- 
gian miners gathered at the Pawnee 
mine, and when a cage full of colored 
miners who had been at work reached 
the top of the shaft they were as- 


- gaulted with different kinds of weapons, 


some using knives and others staves. 
One of the colored miners secured a 
revolver and defended his life. Shots 
were-fired, wounding several strikers. 
This infuriated the striking miners, and 
they retaliated by an exchange of shots 
at the same time retreating to the 
woods. It is reported that une miner 


was killed. 


A THREATENED COUP. 


PITTSBURGH, July 13.—Throughout 
the day everything in the district had 
a peaceful look. Tonight, however, it 
develops that a number of operators 
have been = quietly planning a coup 
which is expected to bring dismay to 
the hearts of the miners. !t is the in- 
tention to at once equip the mines with 
machines and do away with a great 
many diggers. When the machines are 
ready to start miners will be imported 
and put to work under heavy guard, 
and the premises barricaded after the 
manner pursued by the Carnegies dur- 
ing the strike of 1892. 

It was reported at the ‘miners’. head- 
quarters here tonight that 2000 miners 
in the Washington Run district were 
getting ready to march-on- the Stickle 
Hollow mine and bring out the 400 
men at work there. The attempt is 
to be made on Friday. 

KEEPING UP ENTHUSIASM. 


PITTSBURGH, (Pa.,) July 13.—There 
is a lull in the miners’ strike in this 
district due to the fact that nearly 
every mine in the district is idle. To 
keep up the enthusiasm and prevent 
the strikers from becoming luke-warm 
in the cause, however, the officials have 
arranged for a series of meetings in 
different sections every day. 

This morning a large meeting was 
held at Snowden, on the Wheeling di- 
vision, and the men were unanimous 
to stand firm for the 69-cent rate, The 
miners of this division fear that the 
company will soon begin evictions

trouble. News reached the miners’ 
headquarters this afternoon that the 
diggers in the Cannell, Warner and 
Morgan mines, in Beaver county, had 
thrown down their picks and joined the 
general strike.

TARIFF CONFEREES. 


Sugar and Wool Debated Without a 
Decision Being Reached, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—The repre- 
sentatives of the houses of Congress in 
the conference of the Tariff Bill spent 
a busy day, devoted for the most part 
to the work in the conference room. 
There were occasional consultations 
with other Senators or members of the 
House on points at issue, but these 
were brief; so that comparatively lit- 
tle information as to the progress made 
found its way to outsiders. It is known 
that almost the entire day was devoted 
to the sugar and wool schedules, and 
the best information obtainable was 
that a final agreement was not reached 
on either. 

Senator Platt of New York, who has 
been absent most of the time since the 
biN went into conference, returned and 
was in close conference much of the 
day with Senator Quay. At one time 
during the afternoon the Senate and 
House conferees separated, the House 
men repairing to the Ways and Means 
Committee room. It was generally be- 
lieved that this action on the part of 
the House men was for the purpose of 
deciding upon a line of policy on sugar, 
but they refused to give out informa- 
tion. 

Contrary to published reports, it is 
positively stated that the sugar sched- 
ule has not been agreed on, and that, 
in fact, all the big questions before the 
conference which have seemingly been 
settled are only tentatively. agreed to, 
one side or the other insisting that 
they shall be held open. Nothing will 
be finally closed, so far as the matters 
of importance are concerned, until all 
have been decided upon, and the con- 
ferees are ready to come to a complete 
agreement. 

It is believed that the wool schedule, 
which has occupied the attention of 
the conferees more or less today and 
yesterday, can now be settled when- 
ever the other matters have reached a 
stage for final adjustment. The Senate 
conferees are ready to compromise the 
differences on first and second-class 
wools by making them both dutiable at 
11 cents, and a compromise on third- 
class wools has been suggested by the 
House members of the conference con- 
cerning which they express the hope 
that it will be satisfactory to both the 
wool-growers and the carpet manu- 
facturers, but this is not assured. 

This compromise proposition looks to 
fixing a rate of 3 cents a pound on all 
wool of a value less than 10 cents a 
pound; of 5 cents on wool valued at 
more than 10 and less than 13 cents a 
pound, and of 8 cents on that above 13 
cents a pound in value. This propo- 
sition was submitted to the representa- 
tives in the Senate of both the wool- 
growers and carpet manufacturers and 
both sides took the matter under ad- 
visement. Senator Penrose, represent- 
ing the carpet men, telegraphed for 
some of them to come to Washington 
-for conference. 

The attempt of some of ‘the House 
conferees to secure an increased rate on 
skirted wools has failed. The question 
of jute, jute bagging, burlaps, cotton 
bagging and cotton ties, which the 
Senate placed on the free list, is caus- 
ing much trouble. The House conferees 
insist that these items shall go 
back on the dutiable list, and the Sen- 
ate conferees plead that if they are 
put back delay must be the result in 
the Senate. 

If the conferees can reach a com- 
plete agreement by Friday, one of 
them said today, he would be more 
than satisfied.

IT ROASTS RHODES. 


PARLIAMENTARY REPORT ON 
THE TRANSVAAL RAID. 


It Bears Hard on Cecil Rhodes and 
\ Several of His Fellow Con- 
spirators., 


CHAMBERLAIN WHITEWASHED.

THE MAJORITY COMPLETELY EX- 
ONERATES HIM.

Labouchere, in a Minority Report, 
Says the Matter Was not Probed 
to the Bottom—Thinks Joey 
Got Off Easy.

“LONDON July 13. —[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Parliamentary South Africa 
..Commission that has been inquiring 
into the Tranvaal raid has agreed 
upon its report. The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette will publish tomorrow a sum- 
mary of the conclusions of the commit- 
tee. The report will express an em- 
phatic opinion that, whatever justifica- 
tion there hight have been for action 
on the part of the people of Johannes- 
burg, there was none whatever for 
Cecil Rhodes’s conduct in subsidizing 
organizing and stimulating an armed 
insurrection against the government of 
the Transvaal. 

A heavy responsibility, according to 

the report, remains with Rhodes, des- 
pite the fact that at the last moment 
Dr. Jameson invaded the Transvaal 
without Rhodes’s direct sanction. 
- The gravity of Rhodeg’s transaction 
is weightily expressed by the commit- 
tee, who find ‘‘that he seriously em- 
barrassed both the Imperial and Colo- 
nial governments; that the proceedings 
resulted in an astounding breach of 
international comity; that he utilized 
his position and the great interests he 
controlled to assist and support a revo- 
lution, and deceived the High Com- 
missioner, as well as concealed his 
views from the members of the Colonial 
Ministry and directors of the Char- 
tered Company.” 

The committee is of the opinion 
‘that of the Chartered Company direct- 
ors, who were examined, only Mr.. 
Beit and Mr. Maguire were cognizant 
of the plans of Rhodes, and as Beit 
was intrusted with the money to pro- 
mote the revolutionary movement he 
must share the whole responsibility for 
the consequences. 

The report adds that Newton also 
failed in his duty but in a less degree. 

The committee in concJusion, unite 
to condemn the raid, but at the same 
time they express the opinion that 
nothing will be gained by proceeding 
with the proposed extension of in- 
quiry into the administration of the 
Chartered Company. They declared 
Lord Rosemeade and Mr. Chamberlain 
and the under-secretaries of the Co- 
lonial Office blameless, on the ground 
that there is no evidence that any of 
them was in any sense cognizant of 
the plans for the raid, but they pro- 
nounced Sir Graham Bower, Imperial 
Secretary of the High Commissioner, 
guilty of a grave dereliction of duty 
in that he failed to decline to receive 
from Cecil Rhodes confidential com- 
munications, which was wholly incom- 


patible . ‘with the duty he owed the/ 


Commissioner. 

A voluminous minority report pre- 
sented by Mr. Labouchere finds that 
the plan for the raid was concocted 
by Beit and Rhodes and sought to be 
carried out through Phillips, Ham- 
mond, Col. Rhodes (Cecil Rhodes’s 
brother) and Leonard. It was devised, 
according to Mr. Labouchere, in order 
that certain wealthy men might be- 
come more wealthy. 

“Rhodes, * continues Labouchere’s re- 
port, “‘“‘may possibly have been influ- 
enced to a certain extent by a vague 
and hazy idea of a vast African fed- 
eration under the British flag in which 
he would play the leading part, but he 
was also influenced, and is influenced, 
by financial considerations.”’ 

Mr. Labouchere does not consider 
that certain high personages in the 
board of directors of the Chartered 
Company did their duty, while he hints 


punishment” for a raid which is ‘one 


country’s history.’”’ 

The minority report concludes as fol- 
lows: ‘We regret that the alleged 
complicity of the Foreign Office has 
not been _probed to the bottom, in.order 
the more effectually to remove any 
idea that there may have been some 
truth in the statements of certain wit- 
nesses that the secret aims of Cecil 
Rhodes were more or less clearly re- 
vealed to Joseph Chamberlain.’ 


CLIMATE AND CROPS. 


Bulletin of the Weather Bureau for 
Southern California. 


The earlier part of the week contin- 
ued cooler than the seasonal average in 
the coast districts, with some morn- 
ing fogs, which were favorable for 
corn and beans. The latter part was 
warm and clear. Clear, warm weather 
prevailed in the interior. The cool, 
damp weather which prevailed the first 
part of the week in the western sections 
retarded fruit-drying, but the change 
to warm, clear weather at the close of 
the week ripened apricots rapidly; in 
fact, the fruit ripened too fast for 
handling expeditiously and considerable 
loss will result. The output of dried 
fruit will be of superior quality, ow- 
ing to careful selection. Peaches are 
ripening well and are of good quality. 
Sugar-making will begin about‘the 17th 
at the Chino factory from sugar beets. 
Oranges have about stopped dropping; 
grain threshing continues; the ‘corn 
and honey crops will be large. 

San Luis Obispo county—San Luis 
Obispo: The weather conditions were 
favorable during the week. The high- 
est temperature was 87 deg.; lowest, 
45 deg. 

Ventura county — Bardsdale: The 
weather was warm and dry, but favor- 
able for fruit-drying, which is in prog- 
ress. The general crop outlook is 
favorable. West Saticoy: Fogs of the 
week were good for beans and corn, 
and while they helped to develop fruit, 
retarded fruit-drying. Apricots in this 
vicinity are the largest and cleanest 
in years. Ventura: Reports from Ojai 
Valley. show that the apricot crop this 
season is very large. 

Los Angeles county — Los Angeles 
city: The first part of the week was 
cooler than the average, with considera- 
ble fog; the latter part was warm 
and clear. Fruits ripened rapidly un- 
der the influence of the warm sunshine 
at the end of the week, and sun-drying 


is progressing rapidly in direc- 
tions. Highest temperature, 82 deg.; 
lowest, 52. deg. Pasadena: Warmer 


weather has at last come, and fruit ‘is 
ripening fast. Apricots are a ‘large, 
crop. Pomona: Apricots are a re- 
markably large crop, and the supply 
is greater than«<the driers can handle. 
The glut will improve the quality of 
the fruit, as care is being exercised in 
selecting fruit of fine g for dry- 
ing. Verdugo: Warm eather is 
ripening apricots rapidly and ts favor- 
able for fruit-drying. The fruit ts run- 
ing very small. Oranges are reported

The highest tem- 
perature was 103 deg.; lowest, 52 deg. 

Riverside county—Perris: Apricot- 
drying is in full operation in this val- 
ley. The crop is very heavy for young 
trees and was damaged very little 
by late frosts. In most orchards the 
fruit is large and of firm quality. Ar- 
mada: The apricot crop is large and is 
furnishing employment to a large num- 
ber of people. Elsinore: Apricot-dry- 
ing is in full blast. The highest tem- 
perature during the week was 100 deg. 
and the lowest 53 deg. 

Orange county—Santa Ana: The 
weather during the past week was 
favorable for apricot-drying. Vegeta- 
bles are doing well; the peanut acreage 
is large and promises a large = crop. 
Highest temperature, 80 deg.; lowest, 
60 deg. Tustin: The weather has been 
fine for summer work, getting warmer 
every day, and reached a maximum 
of 87 deg. Apricot-drying is in full 
Season, and the crop is good. Grain 
threshing is in progress. Capistrano: 
‘The highest temperature during the 
week was 78 deg.; lowest, 64 deg 

San Diego county—San Diane city: 
There has been little or no change in 
the weather and crop conditions since 
last report. Apricots are an abundant 
crop, the yield being superior. Peaches 
are yielding more than for years, while 
all vegetables are in excellent condi- 
tion. The temperature, while averaging 
Slightly below the normal, has been 
beneficial to nearly all growing crops. 
The highest was 71 deg.: lowest, 50 
deg. San Marcos: There is still a 
large amount of wheat in the valley 
to be harvested. Fallbrook: Apricot- 
picking began last Monday; the crop 
will be large this season. The corn and 
honey crops will large this year. Val- 
ley Center: Apricot-drying is now in 
full operation.

She says her nephew 
can positively identify one of his as- 
sailants, a man who bears a very bad 
reputation, having killed a man some 
years ago, and who. since this last 
trouble has disappeared. Officers will 
be put on his trail and efforts made to 
round him up. Great excitement is 
prevailing at the Simi on account of 

this brutal assault. 

Ideal weather prevails for drying the 
immense apricot crop in this county, 
and even the calamity-howlers have 
nothing left to growl at, but by a lit- 
tle genuine perspiration and exertion 
soon find their pockets full of silver.

POMONA. 


Everybody at Work in the Or- 
chards—Lower Fruit Prices. 
POMONA, July 13.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.]. The town is’ deserted 
these days, for this is about the busiest 
season the place has ever Known. The 
pressure on the public to aid in the 
harvest of apricots has been so great 
that everybody is doing something in 
that line. The sight presented at the 
dryers is an interesting one. There are 
scores of boys and girls from ten years 
upward, either working to get a few 
cents for pocket money, or to eke out 
the family income: And from them 
the people range upward to the years 
of ordinary superannuation. It is a 
time when every hand can do some- 
thing, and every one is doing all it 

can. 

Prices of fruit have taken a big 
slump. Sales have been made as low 
as $4 and $5 per ton lately. This would 
indicate that either those who bought 
heavily at $10 and $11 will lose heayv- 
ily, or the later buyers will make a big 


profit. Those who have sold at low 
rates are the .ones who were not 
equipped to handle their own fruit, 


were not in associations, and had neg- 
lected to make provisions for handling 
the crop before the fruit was ripe. The 
fact has been impressed on all that the 
farmers must have a hand in curing 
their fruit if thé business is to be prof- 
itable in the future. 

Miss Bertha M. Mishler died at the 
residence of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry Mishler, Monday evening, at the 
age of 22 years. The funeral will take 
place at the Methodist Church Wednes- 
day at 2 p.m. The young lady had for 
years been a resident of Pomona, and 
was in good health: until a couple 
of weeks ago. 


AZUSA. 

A Water Famine w hich Threatens 
Health aud Property. 
AZUSA, July 13.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The hot weather has found 
Azusa in a water famine which not 
only threatens the health of the pub- 
lic, but which leaves the town abso- 
lutely at the mercy of any blaze which 
may be started. So great is the short- 
age of water that the hotels are unable 
to furnish baths to their guests, and 
private families are in almost as bad a 
condition. In fact, the hotels have the 
greatest trouble to get water for cook- 
ing purposes. To accomplish this they 
are forced to leave hydrants turned on 
for hours at a time to accumulate a 
few gallons in advance. There are 
‘some portions of the town where the 
service is a little better, “put there is 
a very considerable district in which 
all private houses are similarly situ- 
ated, and throughout the entire town 
there is not a vestige of protection from 
fire, the pressure amounting to noth- 
ing. With families reduced .to such ex- 
tremities for water, there is a fear of 
epidemic disease which may be very 

expensive in lives.

less, as the town is not incorporated 
and they can take no official action in 
the premises. The domestic water 
service belongs to private parties, and 
there is an abundance of water avail- 
able for the town, but the pipes have 
not the carrying capacity to accommo- 
date the needs of the place. The sys- 
tem was ample up to about three years 
ago, but since then the place has grown 
rapidly, and no effort has been made 
to keep the system up to the require- 
ments of the place, and each year the 
service has been poorer, until now 
the condition is as described. 

A few days ago the county Super- 
visors gave permission to raise the 
rates for water service. It is not con- 
tended that the new rates are unjust, 
for a good service, but it is naturally 
exasperating to have the rates raised 
when the service is so poor that hardly 
enough water can be squeezed from the. 
pipes for culinary purposes. It appears 
that the water company is efficient in 
but the one respect of collecting rates. 

What the outcome is going to he is 
not plain, but there is every indication 
that the people are going to incorpo- 
rate the town shortly, if for fio other 
reason than to put themselves in a po- 
sition to provide enough water to keep 
the place from suffering from thirst.

TEN THOUSAND EXPECTED TO AR- | 


RIVE THIS WEEK. 
Two Thousand Came Yesterday and 
Train-loads More are on the 


Way—Reception Will Be Given 
by the Chamber of Commerce.

SALOON-KEEPERS PROMISE TO DO 
| BETTER. 


Police Commigsioners Hear Charges 


Preferred by Policemen Against 
a Disorderly Drinking Place, 
- but Take No Action. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
met yesterday morning in the commit- 
tee room of the Mayor’s office. All of 
the members of the board were present 
except Mr. Gibbon, who has gone to 
Salt Lake City to attend the Transmis- 
sissippi Congress. 


The chief business of the day was} 


the investigation of charges preferred 
against Healy & Hinton, proprietors of 
a saloon at No. 406’ North Main street, 
by three policemen, Officers Walker, 
Rico and Blackburn. Last week a 
written statement signed by the police 
officers was presented by Sergt. Smith 
in which it was represented that the 
saloon in question was a “‘hang out” 
for disorderly characters of both sexes 
and all colors. On the night of June 
21 the three officers named entered the 
saloon at 12:35 a.m. in answer to cries 
for help.

‘SPIRITED AWAY. 


ELSIE SHIPTON HAS LEFT CALI- 
FORNIA FOR THE EAST. 


How Miss Frances Wills, the Girl’s 
Guardian, Explains Elsie’s De- 
parture — Two Persons’ Needs 

_ That “Dove-tailed” — Miss Wills 
Resigns as Guardian. 


Elsie Shipton is not in the State of 
California. Miss Madeline Frances 
Wills, who has been the girl’s guardian 
since last April, swore yesterday that 
she was not cognizant of her ward's 
whereabouts. Two women, according 
to Miss Wills, know where Elsie Ship- 
ton is. One of these women, Miss Wills 
says, is visiting in San Francisco, and 
the other was unable to come to Los 
Angeles yesterday in spite of the ur- 
gent message Miss Wills says she sent 
to the woman, because of an alleged 
sprained ankle. 

Two clans gathered in Department 
Two of the Superior Court yesterday 
morning. One of them was composed 
of friends of Mrs. Clara E. Shipton, 
the mother whose éldest child has been 
taken from her by a peculiar process 
of law. Mrs: Shipton herself was not 
present in the courtroom, but her 
daughter Della was there, an inter- 
ested spectator in the little drama 
which was enacted. The other fac- 
tion was composed of Mrs. Jessica H. 
Wright and her husband, Miss Wills 
and a lady friend, with their legal 
advisers, Deputy District Attorney 
Holton and H. T. Lee, Esq. 

After ex-parte matters and the pro- 
bate calendar had been disposed of by 
Judge W. H. Clark, the hearing of the 
petition of Mrs. Clara E. Shipton was 
called. It asked that her daughter 
Elsie be taken from under. the influ- 
ence of Miss Wills and Mrs. Wright, 
and that she be allowed to attempt to 
recover the affection of her child, 
which she had reason to believe these 
women had wrongfully taken from her. 
Shipton, 
was called, L. Copeland, 
Esq., who, with W. 8S. Bacon, Esq., 
represented Mrs. Shipton and her in- 
terests, arose and spoke as follows: 

“If your honor please, an answer has 
been filed to our petition in this mat- 
ter. The answer contains the follow- 
ing: ‘Frances Wills, heretofore by or- 
der of this honorable court appointed 
the guardian of the person of Elsie 
Shipton, hereby makes answer to the 
petition of Clara E. Shipton, praying 
for her removal as guardian: Miss 
Wills denies that she has yefused at 
any time during the period of her 
guardianship to permit Mrs. Shipton, 
Elsie’s mother, to visit or see her child 
at any or all proper and convenient 
times, but on the contrary, she alleges 
that she has fully conformed to the or- 
ders and directions of the court made 
in that behalf. : 

“ ‘Miss Wills further represents that 
on or about June 30, 1897, without her 
knowledge, instigation or consent, El- 
sie Shipton left the State of California, 
being driven thereto, as Miss Wills is 
informed and believes, by the persecu- 
tions of certain persons interested in 
behalf of one Clifton E. Mayne, con- 
victed of rape upon the person of El- 
sie Shipton; and that the girl is now, 
as far as Miss Wills has been able to 
ascertain, in the Eastern States and 
does not intend to return to the State 
of California. The girl is now 16 years 
of age, and the petitioner hereby ten- 
ders her resignation from the office of 
guardian, and prays to be _ relieved 
from the further performance of the 
duties thereof.’ 

“Now, your honor, during the whole 
of this procedure we have realized our 
position and have tried to conform to 
the ruling of the court. I think we 
have done so. On the morning we came 
here prepared to show that Mrs. 
Wright was not a proper guardian for 
Elsie Shipton Deputy District Attorney 
Holton came in with Mrs. Wright as 
her counsel, with her withdrawal as 
guardian of the child. Today we are 
ready to prove the same:.thing about 
Miss Wills, and she withdraws. 

“The order of Miss Wills’s guardian- 
ship was made by an agreement be- 
tween Holton, Bacon and myself in re- 
gard to the meetings of mother and 
daughter. It seems to me that Mr. Hol- 
ton has not acted in good faith with 
the court or with us. He comes here 
as Miss Wills’s attorney this morning, 


and deliberately tells the court that 


this girl, who is in the care of the 
court, has been allowed to leave the 
State. They don’t say in their peti- 
tion that the girl left the State with- 
out Holton’s consent. Somebody had 
something to do with her going. Some- 
body gave her funds to go with. She 
had no funds of her own. I think some 
one should suffer for such‘an action.” 

Judge ‘Clark said: “‘While I regret 
that I cannot punish for contempt of 
court the parties who spirited the girl 
away, for she evidently was spirited 
away, I cannot do so. The guardian 
says she did not know of the girl's de- 
parture until after she had gone. Miss 
Wills was at least guilty of some negli- 
gence in allowing the child to be taken 
away, butit is not against any order of 
this. court for some other interested 
party to take the ehild East,”’ 

“I hope you don’t think I am quite 
such a fool as to furnish money to 
Wards and minors to run all over the 
country on,’’ said Holton. ‘I am sure 
I have done nothing to deserve the 
statements of C6unsel.”’ 

Judge Clark called Miss Wills to the 
stand in accordance with the request 
of Mrs. Shipton’s counsel. After she 
had testified as to the contents of her 
answer to the petition, Holton aske:l: 
wpe you know where Elsie Shipton 
Ss 


“IT am unable to state her where- 
abouts. I was much surprised when I 
heard of her going away,’ was the 
answer. In regard to Elsie’s trip East, 
Miss Wills presented two letters, signed 
Edith Murray. 

The first letter was addressed to 
“Miss Wills, 501 Buena Vista,,st., Los 
Angeles city, California,’’ bore a special 
delivery stamp and was postmarked 
from Pasadena. It read as follows: 

dear Miss Wills, 

“I cannot get to town tomorrow, but 
will bring Elsie to town next Wednes- 
day, July the seventh, by the nine- 
o’clock train, which reaches L. A. at 
9:40. Can Mrs. Wright meet her there 
as before, and take her home with ‘her 
for two or three days? Then she 
could see her mother on Friday, when 
I could come to town again and bring 
her home. Please let me know if this 
will be satisfactory to you. With sin- 
cere regard, 

“Very truly yours, 

“EDITH MURRAY, 

“June 29th, 1897.’’ 

The other letter was addressed the 
same as the first, and was postmarked 
at Sierra Madre on July 5. Its con- 
tents were the following: 

“July the 4th, ’97. 

“Edgecliff, 


‘“‘Lamanda, Los Angeles Co., 
“California. 

“My dear Miss Wills: 

“I received your note this morning. 
I hope that it may not complicate 
matters for you to learn that Elsie is 
safe in the East. A dear friend from 
Boston wanted her as companion, and 
to assist in the care of a child. I 
thought it a good chance for Elsie to 
get away, and make a new start un- 
der a good woman’s care. They were 


not going right to Boston, but to the‘ 


seashore. Hadley, I believe, is where 
they usually have spent the summer, 
but they may be somewhere else this 
summer. However, you shall know 
when they are settled. \I expect to 
hear from New York in a day or so, 
and will let you know when I see you. 
I had to jump at the chance for Elsie 
er lose it, so please pardon me for 
not consulting you. I was not able to 
come to town, nor was.there time. 
My friend’s coming was very une&%- 
pected and her stay short, but as our 
needs dovetailed, I thought it well to 
grasp the opportunity. Please tell Mrs. 
Wright that it was out of the question 
for Elsie to get in and -say good-by, 
and she felt very badly over it. She 
will write, either from New York or 
Lenox, before long, and send her ad- 
dress, when settled for the summer. I 
hope I have done right, the chance 
seemed too good to lose. With kind re- 
gards to all your household, believe 
me, 

‘Ever sincerely yours, 

“EDITH MURRAY.” 

Miss Wills said Elsie had been liv- 
ing with Mrs. McCracken, the wife of 
the Episcopal minister at Sierra Madre, 
for six months prior to the time she 
was appointed the girl’s guardian. Miss 
Wills said further that she had tele- 
graphed Mrs. McCracken on Monday 
night to come to the city and be present 
at yesterday’s hearing of the petition, 
but had received this answer to her 
telegram: 

“LAMANDA PARK (Cal.,) July 13, 
1897.—Miss M. F. Wills, 501 Buena Vista 
street, Los Angeles, Calif.: Sprained 
my ankle on Thursday; cannot come. 

“C. M’CRACKEN, 

“8:17 a.m.”’ 

In answer to cross-questions as to 


whether or not she knew who took El-. 


sie away, she said: “I do not know 
whom she went with,’ but I do know 
she went with some suitable person or 
they would not have allowed her to 
g0. I was as much surprised as any- 
one when I heard that Elsie was gone, 
and as soon as I heard about it I told 
Judge Clark. This was after I was 
served with the citation on which I am 
here today.” 

is Mrs. Murray?” asked Cope- 
and.

“A widow lady that lives near the 
Sierra Madre Villa, whom I have known 
for ten years. I addressed my corre- 
spondence to her because I knew her 
better than I did Mrs. McCracken.” 

In response to a number of ques- 
tions, Miss Wills said: 

“Elsie has not lived with me since I 
have been her guardian. I have seen 
her every time her mother has. They 
had a long talk together on June 19, 
and one after that.’ 

“Then you have seen this girl just 
twice since you were appointed her 
guardian?’ queried Copeland. 

“Yes, sir,”” answered she. 

“What had Mrs. Murray to do with 
the girl?’ asked the attorney. 

‘Well, she took an interest in Elsie, 


and was an old friend of mine,” an-- 


swered the witness, 

“You never left Elsie in the charge 
of Mrs. Murray, did you?” 

“No, sir.’’ 

‘“‘Where is Mrs. Murray now?” 

“I think she has gone away on a 
visit to San Francisco. I have an 
idea she started last Saturday.” 

“This letter from Mrs. Murray speaks 
of Elsie staying with Mrs. Wright. 
Had Elsie been in the habi tof coming 
in town and staying with Mrs. 
Wright?” 

“Elsie was very homesick for Mrs. 
Wright. The girl saw Mrs. Wright 
each of the two times during my guar- 
dianship when Elsie saw her mother.” 

“Did you ever have a conversation 
with anyone about Elsie’s leaving the 
State before she did so?” 

“Yes, sir.”’ 

“Who with?” 

“The people whom she stayed with. 
After her visit to her mother she 
wanted to go away, as she said they 
had found out where she was.” 

“Has anyone to your’ knowledge 
bothered Elsie about Mayne?” 

“T only know what she told me.” 

After further cross-examination, 
Judge Clark said he was willing to ac- 
cept Miss Wills’s resignation as guar- 
dian and make the mother the guardian 
of her own child, but as Mrs. Shipton’s 
attorney asked to hear from Mrs. Mur- 
ray, and Mrs. McCracken, the hearing 
of the case was continued until Fri- 
day afternoon. 

Holton came in at the finish with the 
following remark: “TI have no disposi- 
tion to keep the girl’s whereabouts 
from the court. As soon asI find out 
where she is I will let the court know.” 
And with that court adjourned. 


HENRY PLEADED NOT GUILTY. 


The State School Officer Asked for a 
Jury Trial. 

Capt. Charles Henry of the Whittier 
State School was arrested at that in- 
stitution yesterday by Deputy Consta- 
ble Dave Martin. Henry’s arrest was 
caused by G. G. Parks, who alleges 
that Henry is guilty of battery on the 
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person of his fifteen-year-old 


son, 
George L. Parks. 
When Henry was brought before 


Justice Young in the Township Court, 
he asked for a jury trial, and was re- 
leased on his own recognizance. He 
pleaded not guilty to the charge, and 
his trial was set for July 21. When

SANCHEZ CONVICTED. 


In Spite of the Absence of Two Ma- 
terial Witnesses. 


Thomas Sanchez was convicted yes- 
terday of assault with a deadly weapon 
on the person of Nellie Stone. His trial 
was held before Judge Smith in De- 
partment One and the jury agreed upon 
a verdict of guilty in about an hour. 

On the night of April 23, 1897, San- 
chez went visiting ‘‘Little Paree.”’ Nel- 
lie Stone, an inmate of one of the 
cribs on Bauer Alley, told Sanchez 
to go away from her window, and 
cease bothering her, whereat the Mexi- 
can pulled out a pistol and shot at 
the woman through the blind, nearly 
hitting her. 

At the preliminary examination of 
the case Nellie Stone, Georgie Palmer 
and Emma Roberts, crib women, and 
Police Officer Sawyer, who arrested 
Sanchez, were the principal -witnesses, 
Since the examination Nellie Stone has 


died from a surgical operation. Deputy 


District-Attorney Willis stated in open 
court yesterday that Sanchez had 
hired Emma Roberts to go away and 
not testify against him. The matter 
was patched up by allowing the prose- 
cution to use the woman’s testimony 
from the Justice Court transcript. 
Sanchez’s defense was that he shot 
with the pistol, not to hit Nellie Stone, 
but to frighten her.

TOTAL ORANGE SHIPMENTS. 


Seven Thousand Four Hundred Car- 
leads for the Season. 

The railroad companies have made 
up their reports, showing the total 
shipments of oranges from Southern 
California for the season ended June 
30. The total quantity was 7340 car- 
loads. That does not include the ship- 
ments made from San Diego, Santa 
Batbara and other ports on steamers 
.of the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany. No record of such shipments 
are kept at the offices of the steamship 
companies in this city, so that no defi- 
nite information could be obtained as 
to what the shipments by sea amounted 
to. It is estimated, however, that they 
could not have been less than the 
equivalent of one hundred carloads, so 
that the total shipments of oranges 
from Southern California during the 
season just closed has been over sev- 
enty-four hundred carloads of 334 
boxes to a car. 

Some few shipments of oranges, 
ichiefly late Valencias, are still being 
made, but they do not represent more 
than a few carloads a day.

THEIR DAY OF REST. 


HOW THE CHRISTIAN ENDEAV- 
ORERS SPENT SUNDAY. 


Thirty-four Churches Thrown Open 
for the Visiting Delegates to 
Worship In. 


ALL CRAMMED TO THE DOORS. 


SPECIAL MEETINGS FOR MEN AND 
FOR WOMEN ONLY, 


An Oriental Delegate Tells About the 
Condition of Women in Heathen 
Lands—Uplifting of the Afro- 
Americana, 


[Staff Corresponderice of The Times.] : 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 11.—Thirty- 
four churches in San Francisco, Oak- 
land and Alameda were today thrown 
open to the Christian Endeavorers for 
morning and evening services, and 
about seventy preachers from all parts 
of the world told eager and attentive 
audiences about the work already 
done by Christian Endeavor in all 
its branches, and the still more glor- 
ious work to be done in the future 
through the steady and concentrated 
efforts of this powerful order. 

Every church was crammed to its 
utmost capacity, for the thousands of 
delegates to the convention had to be 


accommodated as well as the unusually 


large home congregations who gath- 
ered to hear the celebrated divines 
from abroad. Every church was gay 
in purple and gold, with the familiar 
monogram of “C. E.,’” and the fa- 
miliar device of ‘‘Welcome,” which has 
been so royally fulfilled in the welcome 


accorded to the guests by the cities 


adjacent to the Golden Gate. 

Sunday has been universally» under- 
Stood to be set apart as the quiet day 
of the convention. The usual early 
morning prayer-meetings had for their 
general topic this morning the uses 
of prayer for church services and pas- 
tors, and right heartily did the de- 
vout early-risers fulfill their duty in 
holding up the hands of their spirit- 
ual advisers by invoking the divine 
blessing on the meetings of the day. 

The daily hour for Bible study, be- 
ginning at 8:30, dealt with the mes- 
sage of the prophet Habakkuk, which 
teaches a lesson of endurance and 
hope to all who have the will and un- 
derstanding to adapt it to their own 
lives... These meetings were ofly a 
preparation fer the regular church 
services atlla.m. Hundreds of dele- 
gates crossed the bay to the Oakland 
and Alameda churches, for the quiet 
beauty of both these pretty cities at- 
tracts many people who want to get 
out of the crowded, bustling streets 
of aon Francisco for a genuine day of 
rest. 

In the afternoon, three simultaneous 
meetings were held on this side, one 
in Mechanics’ Pavilion, one, for men 
only, in Woodward’s Pavilion, and a 
third, for women only, in the First 
Congregational Church. This last 
was of particular importance as it is 
the first large meeting in which the 
whole time was given to matters of re- 
ligious progress in. which women are 
especially concerned. 

After the usual praise and prayer 
service; over which Mrs. Clark pre- 
sided, some particularly interesting ad- 
dresses were given. There was noth- 
ing in these that should limit the at- 
tendance to women, and the restriction 
was made simply because there -were 
women enough to more than fill the 
church, and the men had a meeting 
of their own at Woodward's Pavilion. 

The most interesting of the topics 
taken up related to the spreading of 
the gospel of Christ among the orien- 
tal women, and to the uplifting and 


spiritual awakening of Afro-American 


women in this country. Dr. Kin Eca 
da Silva stirred the hearts of all his 
hearers by his story of the degrada- 
tion of oriental women, so often told 
by missionaries, and always of such 
painful interest to the happy and re- 
spected women of the western world. 
The great difficulty in reaching the 
hearts of oriental women Hes in the 
fact that they are sunk in stolidity 
and. sensuality, the abject slaves of 
their lords and masters. Their only 
hope of consideration lies in mother- 
hood, by which they may gain favor 
in the eyes of their husbands. Of in- 
dependent life there is none, and very 
few gleams of intelligence or spirit- 
uality pierce the dense clouds of super- 
stition and ignorance that surround 
them. It was an old story to most 
of the women who heard it, for it 
touched the hearts of the difficulties 
encountered by missionaries in orien- 
tal countries, but the interest with 
which they listened was as keen as 
though the problem had never before 
been considered, and the approval was 
unqualified which they gave to the 
speaker’s earnest plea for thé prayers 
of all Christian women for the emanci- 
pation of their sisters in bondage. 
Sisters happily freed from bondage 
were represented by Mrs. Victoria 
Earle Mathews of New York, a clever 
and cultivated woman, who spoke long 
and earnestly upon the theme of the 
awakening of Afro-American women to 
the duties and responsibilities of this 
new life of freedom. In all the develop- 
ment of the Afro-American race that 
has taken place within the last thirty 
years the women have had at once 


‘the heaviest burden and the foremost 


place. It has been their part to uplift 
the race and to make the homes, and 
the hope of the Afro-American today 
lies in the educated daughters of slave 
mothers, who will-one day teach their 
people. 

The meeting for men only at Wood- 
ward’s Pavilion was enlivened by the 
songs of the Police Jubilee Club, and 
by some straight, clean, vigorous ad- 
vice from thd speakers, combined with 
solemn warnings of the many tempta- 
tions and snares which encompass the 
broad and devious path of sin and 
riotous living. 

At Mechanics’ Pavilion the meeting 
was in the interest of the Lord’s day, 
and the services were presided over 
by Father Clark. The Police Jubilee 
Club appeared here also, and won much 
applause from the thousands who filled 
the pavilion. Sabbath desecration was 
the subject under consideration, and 
the fervor with which it was denounced 
had evidently been intensified by the 
sight of loaded boats and trains leaving 
every slip and depot for choice spots in 
the country. 

Miss Matilda Kay of New York han- 
dled the subject from the woman’s 
point of view, pointing out the effect of 
womanly precept and example jupon 
society at large, and declaring that, as 
she alone was the arbiter. of all affairs 
in social life, it lay in her power to stop 
the wholesale desecration of the Sab- 
bath by invariably keeping Sunday 
sacred herself. 

Other speakers energetically de- 
nounced the turning of Sunday into a 
gala day, and advocated the abolition 
of such means of Sabbath desecration 
as the saloons, excursions, picnics and 
all forms of unsanctified pleasure on 
the Lord’s day. 

So large were some of the meetings 
in the morning that overflow meetings 
had to be held on the church steps. In 
the afternoon a big Sunday-school sally, | 


— 


was held at the First United Presby- 
terlan Church, in which more than one 
thousand children were present to lis- 
ten to good advice from the speakers. 

Another afternoon meeting was the 
conference of 150 Christian ministers of 
the Pacific Coast, called together to 
organize a union which should embrace 
the religious organizations of Califor- 
nia, Washington, Oregon and Idaho, 
for the purpose of doing more effective 
work in the missionary field. 


For a quiet day this has had a good |

An attendance of more than 
forty thousand, a registration of over 
twenty-six thousand actual Christian 
Endeavorers, is equal to an attendance 
of 80,000 in any large eastern city 
when you remember that half of- the 
attendants crossed the Rocky Moun- 
tains in order to reach the Coast. But 
better far than the numbers and more 
worthy of note, was the spirit of the 
convention, its earnestness, its genuine 
ring, its high spiritual quality. It 
brought a blessing to California; it 
will leave a blessing behind it, and all 
the delegates will take a blessing home 
with them as they scatter to the re- 
motest parts of the world.

The above message, written for the 
Associated Press by the father and 
founder of the Christian Endeavor 
movement, concisely details the work 
of the convention. Today many of the 
delegates departed for their homes 
and many more will leave tomorrow, 
A large proportion of the strangers, 
however, will visit various points of 
interest before returning to their 
homes. 

There was a council of State presi- 
dents at the Palace Hotel begining in 
the morning and interrupted by a 
banquet only at noon, continuing un- 
til evening. President Clark presided, 
and in opening the session commented 
favorably on the fact that it was the 
largest similar meeting ever held by 
the society. This he considered re- 
markable, considering the great dis- 


tance most of those present had to] 


travel in order to be present. The 
question of where the convention of 
1899 should be held was considered, 
but no action was taken thereon. 
There are several applicants for the 
honor of entertaining ,the delegates, 
Cincinnati and Detroit being the two 
most promising candidates, but it was 
considered advisable to wait until the 
other places had been heard from be- 
fore arriving at any conclusion. It 
was decided that during the coming 
year action should be taken by the 
officers of the organization toward a 
closer affiliation of the Christian En- 
deavor societies with kindred associa- 
tions. The idea is to widen the sphere

OAKLAND, July 13.—This city was 
besieged today by enthusiastic thou- 
sands of convention Christian En- 
deavorers.

CHARACTERISTIC CROOKEDNESS OF A RAILROAD DEAL. 


Charlies Crocker Bought Timms Point, Tried to Defraud the Grantor, but 
Had to Give Up Stock, and Sold a Strip to His Associates for a Quarter 
of a Million—The Railroad Then Annexed a Tract That Has Been a 
Military Reservation Since Spanish Days and Included it in the Town 


of San Pedro Harbor—The Most 


Impudent Case of Grand Larceny Qn 


Record—Huntington Now Bearing San Pedro Stock in Order to Freeze 
Out Small Holders—Ten Thousand Shares Already Scooped In— The

tolen Reservation Fenced and Rented as a Corral to Sheep-owners. 


To make clear the importance of the 
facts heyein set forth it is necessery 
to resurrect a bit of ancient local his- 
“In 1887 A..D. Brock, a Los Angeles 
real estate broker, bonded the tract of 
Jand at San Pedro known as Timm’s 
Point. The tract comprised 704 acres 
and fronted on the bay of San Pedro. 
Brock lost no time in bringing to the 
knowledge of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road people that this Timm’s Point 
tract would be a very desirable one for 
them to have, and so well did he im- 
press the fact on them,that Charles 
Crocker, then president ofthe Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company, ‘sent one J. 
W. Pearson down from San Francisco 
to look at it.- Pearson. looked 
it all over and saw it + would 
be a good thing for the railroad people 
to have and so reported. The result 
was that Mr. Crocker took it in, that is 

_.to say he expressed his willingness to 
take it in under certain conditions. 
When Brock was informed of that fact 
he said he would sell three-fourths of 
the tract and Keep. the remaining one- 
fourth to himself for, as he is reported 
to have said, “It would be so nice to be 
in the company of railroad people.’ 
Pearson told him that such a thing 
would never do; that the railroad peo- 
ple must have all or none, but, as 
Brock was inflexible in his desire to re- 
‘tain one-fourth for himself so as to 
be in the company of nice railroad peo- 
ple, Pearson at last induced him to con- 
sent to make a deed of the entire tract 
on the condition that one-fourth of it 
would be deeded back to him, In that 
way. as Peanson pointed out, he could 
kill two birds with one stone; please 
himself by getting back a-one-fourth 
interest in the property and please the 
railroad people who were ‘“‘so nice’”’ and 
with whom he so much desired to .be 
in company with. It is unnecessary to 
go further into details on this par- 
ticular point suffice to say that. before, 
the expiration of .the year (1887) the 
railroad people had, by methods devious 
and peculiar, acquired title to all the 
tract and Mr. Brock went whistling for 
his one-quarter interest which was 
never deeded back to him. The rail- 
road people who purchased the 
erty stoutly denied any knowledge Of 
Pearson’s promise to deed back the 
one-fourth of it; they had bought it 
all and proposed to keep it all. How. 
Charles Crocker, to whom the property 
was deeded, succeeded in unloading it 
on his railroad associates with great 
‘profit to himself is one of many in- 
teresting things incidental to. that 
transaction, but has no place in this 
particular bit of history. It may, how- 
ever, be related that he sold his own 
company a strip of it running along the 
water front and comprising only ninety 
acres out of the 704 for $250,000, which 
strip stands today on all maps as 
a Southern Pacific reservation. The 
remainder of it he sold to the San 
Pedro Harbor Dock and Land Associa- 
tion, which was created and incorpar- 
ated for the especial purpose of buy- 
ine this land and doing many things 
with it. 

One of the first things done by this 

new company was to issue stock, and 
as Brock had, in the interim, succeeded 
in getting judgment in his favor for 
his one-fourth interest the company 
were forced to give him stock to the 
value of it. It may be noted here that 
since the decision of the last govern- 
ment Harbor Commission establishing 
San Pedro as the point in Southern 
California at which a harbor of com- 
merce and of refuge shall be built the 
Southern Pacific Railroad people have. 
ben doing their best to acquire this 
and some other of the outstanding 
stock, now scattered among different 
holders, and it is affirmed by some of 
the holders that one reason why Mr, 
Huntington has so strenuously opposed 
San Pedro as a harbor site is for the 
purpose of “bearing” this outstanding 
stock that he may get it on his own . 
terms. One fact is that quite lately 
the San Pedro Harbor Dock and Land 
Association levied an assessment of 
66 2-3 cents a share. The result of that 
squeeZe was that the association quickly 
took in some ten thousand of these 
outstanding shares which now gives 
them about seventy thousand shares 
out. of a total of 100,000 issued, and, as 
stated by one of these outstanding 
stockholders, it is only a question of 
time when the Soutern Pacific Rail- 
road people will have them all depend- 
ing on further assessments to do the 
work., Wat some of these outsiders 
feel especialy sore over is that the 
money derived from these assessments 
is not applied to the improvement of 
the property at San Pedro, but is 
chiefly used to fight the San Pedro Har- 
bor scheme to the benefit of Santa 
Monica. They also say that the reason 
why the Southern Pacific people 
stopped all, work at San Pedro was 
that they had not been able to get 
in those outside shares “and not” as 
‘one of them said, “because Chief En- 
cineer Hood was reported to have said 
that shale formed the bed-of San 
Pedro Bay.” 

Tne new company being duly formed 
and piaved in possession of the land, 
one of its first moves was to lay out a 
site for a town to be called “Town of 
San Pedro Harbor.” The site was 
platted, plans for a magnificent hotel 
drawn, up and everything done, on 
paper, to convert the place into an 
earthly paradise to which Monterey 


and its Hotel del Monte would be bit |’ 


diminutive tubers. Up to that point all 
went. well, but it was just there that 
the railroad people or, to speak by the 
records, its tentacle, the San Pedro 
Harbor, Dock and Land Company, ran 
up against a fact which prompted them 
to ride rough shod over the tenth com- 
mandment and covet that which did 
not belong to them. And it is this fact 
and the efforts to which the Southern 
Pacific railroad people have at various 
times and in divers manners tried to 
distort to their advantage, but which 
as a fact, a cold, stubborn, imperturb. 


pele. igexpungnable fact still stands 


to refute and defeat their thievish de- 
signs. The fact is: 

Just south of the Timm’s Point tract 
of 704 acres, which, as stated, the rail- 
road people succeeded in acquiring, is a 
United States government reservation 
of forty acres. It is a military reserva- 
tion fronting on San Pedro Bay and 
was kept and used by the Spanish and 
Mexican gevernments as such. It is 
down on every map, official and other- 
wise, before and since the cession of 
California to the United States, as a 
“government reservation.””’ in- 
stances, among many of record in the 
office of the County Surveyor in this 
city, may be cited. One in deed book 
2, page 375, is a ‘‘map of the govern- 
ment reservation” made by Henry Han- 
cock at the request of Col. Isaac Wil- 
liams, Collector of Customs of the Port 
of San Pedro, July 31, 1856."’ Another 
is to be found in Patents 2 of Miscel- 
laneous Records, pages 544-545, and is a 
‘‘map showing plot of the Rancho Los 
Palos Verdes, confirmed to José Loretto

This map.lays down the gov- 
ernment reservation. -Still again the 
official map of California, issued from 


ee has it down asa military reserva- 
tion. 

How to obtain possession of this gov- 
ernment reservation at San Pedro was 
the problem the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road people at once set themselves to 
solve. They looked the thing all over 
and from every point of view, but the 
more they looked at it the more the 
,.everlasting and unsolvable problem of 
its being a “government reservation’”’ 
presented itself. Stealing Senates and 
Houses of Representatives, to say noth- 
ing of State legislatures, 
matters and of but trivial moment, but 
filching from the United States gov- 
ernment one of its military reserva- 
tions, ah! that was another thing and 
more difficult of accomplishment. Yet, 
as they saw, it was the only way by 
which they could hope to call that 
piece of land their own. Steal it, then, 
as that is the only way it is to be 
got. Don’t let us do anything 
hurriedly, they might have been heard 
saying, let us move circumspectly in 
the matter as behooves so large and 
respectable a corporate body as ours, 
Nobody outside of some government 
officials, 
suspect that it is a government reser- 
vation; if, therefore, in' laying out our 


etly annex the reservation, plat it and 
make it part of our new town, who will 
object? By some such reasoning as 
that did the railroad people propose to 
accomplish that piece of highway —rob- 
bery. One is lost in admiration at the 
magnificence of their exalted. gall. The 
fact that it was the only government. 
reservation for military purposes in 
Southern California, excepting that at 
San Diego, made no difference to them. 
Stealing a government reservation! 
Ah, yes, there was something distin- 
guished about that. None of your 
low-down, every-day occurrences such 
as stealing congresses; no, nothing less 
than stealing a military reservation, 
the only one, excepting one at the en- 
trance to San Diego Bay that could be 
used by. the government for the. pro- 
tection of San Pedro Bay. Los Angeles 
and, in fact, alt Southern California.

When this was done and the limits of 
the new towh of San Pedro Harbor de- 
fined the engineer was instructed to 
make a map of it so that lots could be 
offered for sale. This was accordingly 
done, and a copy of the map filed in 
the office of the County Recorder, Los 
Angeles, and which is now in the office 
of the County Surveyor visible to all 
who may desire to see this extraordi- 
nary document. It is inscribed: “‘Of- 
ficial map, town of San Pedro Harbor, 


Dock and Land Association, and the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Reserva- 
tion.” At the foot is the following no- 
tation:. ‘Recorded in the office of the 
County Recorder of Los Angeles county, 
September 14, 1888, at. request of. Wells, 
Fargo & Co.” 

While, however, the Southern Pacific, 
Railroad authorities were most desir- 
ous of creating a new town at San Pe- 
dro, even if they had to steal a United 
States military reservation to do it, 
they were not blind to the fact that it 
would be desirable for themselves as 
a.railway corporation to hold.all the 
water front as a railroad reservation. 
This they did, and by reference to their 
map, a section of which is here repro- 
duced, it will be seen that, while they 
did not hesitate to seize a military res- 
ervation, they were unwilling to let it 
all go as part of their new townsite. 
They therefore cut off.a._ strip.of it 
fronting on-San Pedro Bay which they 
marked down on their map, and which 
is there on it to this day, as “Southern 
Pacific Railroad reservation.’’ This 
strip, as the records in. the County Sur- 
veyor’s office show, is 460 feet wide on 
the north side, 490 feet on the south 
side with 1320 feet of a shore line. The 
feat, then, of stealing a United States 
military reservation had, in their es- 
timation, been accomplished. And be- 
sides having a nice townsite all platted 
in avenues, streets and lots, they had 
also managed to round out their water 
frontage all along San Pedro Bay. 
And all this had been done: so quietly 
and so smoothly, no one _ suspecting 
that a military reservation had been 
“wiped out” of existence,: that it:is no 
wonder they rejoiced and were mighty 
glad. One can imagine the double- 
tracked railway Te they let 
loose when they Knew it had been so 
comfortably done.

Of individual deposits, the First Na- 
tional shows $1,615,148, which amount 
is only exceeded by two other banks, 
the First National and the Crocker- 
Woolworth National of San Francisco. 
The loans and discounts of the First 
National are given at $1,182,325, which 
is exceeded only by the two national 
banks of San Francisco, and by the 
national bank at Sacramento.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT' IN THE 
EAST. An eastern correspondent who 
has in former years had experience in 
the horticultural industry in this 
State, writes an interesting letter to 
the San Francisco Chronicle, in which 
he gives the facts in regard to Califor- 
nia fruit as they appear to the retail 
buyer in interior eastern towns. He 
quotes the price of California fruit 
on a certain morning a few weeks 
since in his market as follows: 
Cherries, 25 cents per pound; apricots, 


10 cents a dozen; peaches, 25 cents a 


dozen; oranges, 35 cents a dozen. 

The correspondent then goes on to 
give the following interesting points in 
regard to the conditions under which 
California fruit is retailed in eastern 


_markets: 


“All the fruit was in good condition— 
that is, there were no signs of decay— 
but all the peaches were of a greenish, 
yellowish tinge, suggestive of doctors’ 
bills and the undertaker. The apricots 
as a rule looked better, but probably 
half of these were green on one side, 
and the best in the box was a bitter 
disappointment to one who longed for 
flavor of ‘the apricots 
grown on the sunny slopes of the Santa 
Cruz Mountains. The cherries, how- 
ever, were a credit to the State; they 
looked as bright and fresh as if they 
had just come from the tree, and the 
flavor was excellert. 

“All this fruit was packed in layers 
and in reasonably small packages; the 
layers of cherries Jook especially tempt- 
ing to people who are sccustomed to 
buying cherries in bulk. The oranges 
looked well of course. California or- 
anges are a staple here, and no other 
fruit wholly takes their place. I have 
never seen any one buying this fruit, 
although considerable is sold, but al- 
most every one ‘prices it,’’ especially 
the cherries, and when I asked ‘“‘How 
much for the box?” (it was probably a 
ten-pound box) the dealer answered 
**$2”’ with an umistakable air of weari- 
ness. I didn’t buy the box. I took 
strawberries instead, a box of home- 
grown berries picked that same morn- 
ing, bright, ripe and clean, at 10 cents 
for a quart box. Most of the people 
in the place took either strawberries 
or bananas. The latter are especially 
fine, and sell for 15 and 20 cents a 
dozen, according to size and appear- 
ance. Pineapples are also plentiful at 
10 cents each. This gives an idea of 
the competition which California fruit 
has to meet. 

“Leaving out oranges, I find that 
practically all other California fruit is 
sold from fruit stands, or the grocers’ 
stands to people who see the fruit and 
‘are attracted by its appearance. The 


_ housewife will order indiscriminately 
.baking powder, bananas, oranges, soap, 


strawberries or pineapples, but I can- 
not find that at the present time-a 
single California peach or apricot has 
been sold here in this way. I presume 
that this has been the case in other 
cities as well as this, and if it is, 
it. must be true that the market for 
much of the California fruit depends 
almost wholly on this matter of at- 
tractiveness; indeed, with other fruits 
at the prices quoted, it must look 
tempting enough to induce one to take 
it against his better judgment. In view 
of this fact there is no excuse for the 
melancholy peaches to which we have 
referred. The time required to bring 
the fruit to this market is known, and 
an experienced packer should be able 
to get his fruit here when it is just

NEW YORK, July 13.—The disposition of 
the security market today evinced by noiable 
and widely-distributed advances, especially in 
the Coalers, Industrials and gilt-edged invest- 
ment stocks, was due to various favorable 
influences of general effect. The Coalers cas- 
ily responded with a rise extending to 2 per 
The judicial interruption of the pro- 
posed inquiry into the anthracite trade under 
the anti-trust law enacted by the last New 
York Legislature, not only had a good effect 
on the Coalers, but strengthened the whole 
Industrial group. Today’s Washington rumors 
continued favorable to the refining interests 
and were to the effect that a compromise 
sugar schedule pleasing to the company would 
likely be agreed upon by the conference. The 
result«was that Sugar scored another high 
record price, touching 137%, or nearly 3 points 
above yesterday's close and over three 3 
points above the loftiest price previously, 
which was 134%. The suspension of a house 
supposed to have been hurt in carrying a 
lurge account for an operator on the wrong 
side of a rising market only temporarily de- 
pressed Sugar. It is now supposed that yes- 
terday’s sharp jump in Sugar was partly due 
to knowledge of this operator’s position. The 
announcement of the failure caused a sound 
market, which carried prices generally a frac- 
tion below Jast night's close. The fluctua- 
tions in Sugar were most erratic and wide, 
attended by heavy covering of shorts. Hesi- 
tation ensued, and then there was increased 
activity and strength. The transactions in 
the stock comprised a fourth of the total 


thousand shares being sold. After a mo- 
mentary cecline at the opening, the stock sold 
up to 2% above yesterday's close, reacted 2% 
and then partially recovered, closing at a 
point advance over yesterday. Considerable 
strength was displayed among of few of the 
Industrial mortgages, but the general market 
also displayed an improved tone on moderate 
purchases. The aggregate sales were $1,703,- 
000. Government bonds were practically ne- 
glected, but ruled steady at yesterday's clos- 
ing price.

The advance 
in price to 661% brought out plentiful offerings 
from those who had calls for the day, and 
that checked for the time any further rise. 
New York reported some foreign buying or- 
ders. The principal break to the enthusiasm 
of the bulls was the encouraging report trom 
the Northwest regarding the spring wheat 
crop. At Chicago, St. Louis, Toledo, Kansas 
City and Detroit, the receipts today aggre- 
gated 88,000 bushels, against 372,000 bushels 
the corresponding day of the year before.

morphine. 

Dr. Montgomery, formerly physician 
for Creede, testified that his health had 
been bad for some time. He himself 
had never. prescribed morphine to re- 
lieve the pains which Creede suffered 
from neuralgia of the stomach. He 
first saw the dead body twenty hours 
after death, but at once he was able 
to tell from the appearance of the fin- 
ger nails and the eyes that it was 
‘morphine which had caused death. 

‘W.._M. Phifer, the brother-in-law of 
the deceased, testified to the circum- 
‘stances of the finding of the body. All 
day: Monday Creede had complained of 
feeling ill, and four times during the 
day he had gone out for a short walk. 
When dinner time came he refused to 
eat anything, but said that later he 
would eat something. The next time 
Phifer saw him he was’ unconscious, 
and two hours later, in spite of the 
efforts of the physicians, he was dead. 

Cal Hunter and John T. Jones testi- 
fied that according to their knowledge 
as his lawyers, the dead man’s finan- 
cial affairs were in excellent condition, 
and there was no reason from a finan- 
cial standpoint why he should have 
committed suicide. They said that

“Creede was considerable of an In- 
dian in his methods of thought. He 
was an officer during the civil war, in 
a company of Pawnee scouts, and was 
as brave as they make them, but in 
a quiet way. He seldom talked about 
his history or business, and then only 
to his most intimate friends. He was 
strictly honest in money dealings, and 
paid out considerable for charity, but 
ken under the promise that noth-. 
ing should be said about it,” 

Creede took $322,000 out of the 
Amethyst mine alone, and part of this 
he gave away to friends and. needy 
persons. His affairs of late years have 
beerl’ well-managed, and his mode of 
living was not expensive.
